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Friendly directs discussion

“Would you run this story?” was 
one of the many probing questions 
asked a panel of local journalists, 
educators, students and members of 
the legal profession by former CBS 
News President Fred Friendly dur¬ 
ing a discussion last Thursday on the 
public’s right to know vs an in¬ 
dividual’s privacy. 

The panel speaking before a 
crowd in Wise Auditorium, was set 
into motion by fictitious scenarios 
that, as Friendly said in an earlier 
press conference, was “not to make 
the decision but be so intense that 
people are forced to think out a 
decision.” 

The panel consisted of the Tyler 
Courier Times Telegraph Editor 
Richard Loomis and Reporter Karen 
Doran, KETK-TV News Anchor 
and Director Ruth Allen, KLTV-TV 
News Anchor Judy Jordan,KTYL 
News Director Bill Davis, KTBB 
News Director Bill Atkins, TJC 
History/Government Instructor Bob 
Peters, Associate Degree Nursing 
Instructor Judy Hammond, UT- 


Tyler Political Science Instructor 
StQve Lefevre, U.S. Magistrate 
Judith Guthrie, Retired District 
Judge Donald Carroll and TJC stu¬ 
dent Andy Smith. 

Friendly, 50 year veteran of the 
journalism world, served as pro¬ 
ducer to anchormen Edward R. 
Murrow and Walter Cronkite and 
also produced a recent PBS series, 
“The Constitution: That Delicate 
Balance.” 

Now Friendly conducts weekly 
seminars at Yale University. These 
seminars use role playing, a techni¬ 
que he employed with the guest 
panel. 

The panel of six area media 
representatives, two government 
teachers, a TJC student, 
U.S.Magistrate and a retired judge, 
responded to Friendly’s hypothetical 
situations dealing with such subjects 
as AIDs, abortion and an American 
invasion by basing their answers on 
their own personal ethics. 

The first situation involved releas¬ 
ing the name of an AIDs victim. 
Friendly posed the question of 
whether the name of a public celebri¬ 
ty be released while the name of a 


local resident is not, due to the lack 
of recognition. 

Davis argued that it was the 
public’s right to know the celebrity’s 
name while Loomis said the story 
could be told “without leaning on 
any individuals.” Allen said that 
both names should be released 
because “Anyone could be Joe 
Nobody.” 

The next hypothetical situation 
dealt with the Right to Life topic. 
Friendly described to the panel, a 
woman who is a leader in a fictional 
community and a Right to Life 
defender. Through a secret source 
members of the media discover the 
woman had an abortion when she 
was 14 because of incestuous rape. 
“Should the media expose the 
woman or accept her resignation 
from the Right to Life campaign,” 
Friendly asked the panel. 

According to Davis the story 
“wouldn’t do any good”, while 
Loomis wanted to discover what else 
the woman was hiding. 

The last situation involved a 
futuristic 1992 Oil Crisis in which 
a reporter meets a member of the

’Break activities 
could haunt life

As the college ritual across the 
county comes to an end (a.k.a. 
Spring Break) students everywhere 
may one day have their favorite free- 
for-all holiday come back to haunt 
them. And not just from a peeling 
tan, but from AIDS. 

“I was amazed at how many 
students openly admitted to me that 
they had gone off to Daytona Beach 
or somewhere else and had sex with 
people whose names they didn’t even 

know,” said Health Services Coor¬ 
dinator Zelda Boucher last Tuesday 
evening after the video “Beyond 
Fear: The Virus” in Lewis Hall. 

“People don’t realize today how 
great their chances are right now of 
getting AIDS,” she said. 

According to the Red Cross video, 
the Center of Disease Control 
estimates that over 100 million peo¬ 
ple worldwide may be infected with 
the virus. 

“I wish people had better 
morals,” Boucher said, “but right 
now I’m concerned with the great 
numbers of people who are killing 
themselves.” 


AIDS and Safe Sex brochures are 
available in Boucher’s office in the 
Student Center for individuals or 
groups seriously interested in infor¬ 
mation on the disease and its preven¬ 
tion she said. 

“Right now you’re young and 
happy and the world is your oyster,” 
Boucher said to students, “you think 
nothing can go wrong. But all it 
takes is to have sex with just one per¬ 
son who is carrying the virus for you 
to get it.” 

Boucher described having sexual 
intercourse with one person the same 
as having sex with every one that 
person has encountered in ten years. 

“Swollen glands, a cold, or mono 
doesn’t necessarily mean you have 
AIDS,’’she said. “It’s only natural 
for just about eyeryone to be sick at 
one time or other but it’s when the 
illness persists that you should see 
a doctor and maybe have an AIDS 
test,” she said. 

Tyler/Smith County Health 
Department AIDS Clinic performs 
tests and has information on the 
disease Boucher said. 

“The only way AIDS is cured 
right now is when they put you in the 
ground and the only sure fire protec¬ 
tion is abstinence,” she said.

Without language, communication 
would be virtually impossible. In our 
world, we have many different 
languages. Perhaps the most 
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beneficial and special language to 
have a command of is sign language. 

TJC offers a continuing education 
course in sign language at the Powell 
Building on Monday nights from 
6:30 to 9:30. In this course, begin¬ 
ning II, intermediate I, and advanc¬ 
ed interpreting levels are taught. 
When the student finishes the ad¬ 
vanced interpreting course, he or she 
may take the interpreter’s test in 
Austin.

“It’s like a foreign language, you 
may be able to read it, but speaking 
it is a different thing,” said student 
Margie Messer. 

According to instructor D.J. Sor- 
renson, it takes no special talent to 
learn sign language. 

“All you need is the desire to 


serve the deaf community, time, and 
practice to learn,” she added. 

Students give various for wanting 
to learn sign language. 

Messer has two deaf families with 
hearing children who live near her. 
These families received some bills 
that did not belong to them and 
Messer tried to help them by conver¬ 
sing with them, she said. 

“Also, as an audiologist, I see a 
need for it in my work,” she added. 

“One of my classes went to a sign 
language class and at that moment I 
knew that was what I wanted to do, ” 
said student Jill Ford. 

Cathy Walters, instructor of the 
beginning I class, is deaf herself. 

“American Sign Language (ASL) 
is the natural language of the deaf, ’ ’ 
Sorenson said. 

TJC offers both Signed English 
and ASL Signed English, a language 
that is slowly growing in populari¬ 
ty, in a technique in which word of 
a sentence is signed. 

Sign language is important in 
“bridging the gap” between deaf 
and hearing people. 

“All hearing people have trouble, 
voicing deaf people,” said 
Sorrenson. 

However, it is a big misconception 
that sign language only involves the 
hands. Facial expression plays a vital 


part in sign language. 

“Facial expression brings across 
the adjectives and emotions of the 
persoj speaking through sign 
language,” added Sorrenson. 

The three classes offered by TJC 
vary in difficulty. In Beginning II, 
the vocabulary is increased and 
students start telling and reading 
stories in sign language. They also 
begin interpreting. 


In Interpreting I, the tempo of both 
expressive and receptive abilities of 
ASL is increased. 

Finely, Advanced Interpreting 
prepares the interpreter to pass 
Texas state test for interpreters 
which includes a code of ethics.

Lawyer discusses torts 


Longview lawyer Stephen Patter¬ 
son spoke impressively at the Texas 
Junior College Student Government 
Convention April 3, saying tort 
liability can have an impact on a col¬ 
lege and on various extracurricular 
organizations which operate both on 
and off campus. 

A tort is a civil wrong or an in¬ 
terference with another individual or 
property so as to cause injury to that 
person or property. 

Institutions should be concerned 
because of the money involved. 
“The expenditure of money being 
taken away from building programs, 
scholarships, student activities,” 
Patterson said. 

Minimizing a college’s tort liabili¬ 
ty exposure is important. 

One issue of exposure is the ques¬ 
tion of who should be assigned the 
legal responsibility for injuries caus¬ 
ed by those who have been drinking 
alcohol beverages. 

“Few people will deny that col¬ 


lege students, of whatever age, drink 
and will continue to drink alcoholic 
beverages both on and off campus.” 

For colleges, the “duty of care” 
is troublesome because judges and 
juries often have unrealistic expec¬ 
tations about a school’s ability to 
control and supervise the conduct of 
students who are regarded as adults 
for legal purposes. 

The chief concern should be cop¬ 
ing with hazardous situations on 
carppus rather than private student 
drinking on campus. 

“Schools should be alert and res¬ 
pond quickly to any disorderly con¬ 
duct which results in injury or pro¬ 
perty damage.” 

Three functions common to col¬ 
leges that can be ca source of liability 
where plaintiffs seek to impose an 
alcohol-related “duty of care” on 
the school are the college’s role as 
supervisor of student conduct, pro¬ 
perty owner and “special host”.

State Department on a park bench. 
The source who is an assistant main 
man in the State Department has a 
document describing the events 
which will take place in the next 36 
hours. 

The document lists the plans for 
a “pre-empted strike on a Mid¬ 
eastern country in order to rescue 
three hostages” which is a cover-up 
for the U.S. to steal the other coun¬ 
try’s oil supply. 

Jordan, Atkins and Allen all 
agreed to check out the story with 


higher-ranking officials at the State 
Department. Friendly further involv¬ 
ed the panel by adding a revision to 
the situation by having the source 
allow the reporter to photocopy the 
document. “It is a matter of steal¬ 
ing, even though someone can’t own 
the document,” said Peters, “but I 
would have twinges of conscience.” 
Loomis said that the policy of his 
paperavouldn’t allow him to print a 
story that could lead to possible legal 
action by the U.S. Government. 

In the end, the panel decided it 
would be better not to inform the 
public about the government’s inten¬ 
tions at this point. Friendly said 
“...go with the story or don’t go 


with the story...” and told the au¬ 
dience the story behind the Bay of 
Pigs incident during the Kennedy 
Era. 

The story involved the previous 
knowledge of the Bay of Pigs inci¬ 
dent by Friendly and the New York 
Times Editor. They did not run the 
story and afterwards Kennedy said 
running the story could have saved 
the U.S. from a disasterous 
situation. 

Friendly reminded the panel that 
the are their own source of ethics. 
He also stated that the consitution 
which plays a major role in jour¬ 
nalism ethics, is an invitation to 
struggle.
